2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as set forth in 
the claims, the claimed alloy forms a majority portion of the nuclear fuel cladding tube. 
This clearly distinguishes the claimed invention from the prior art, particularly Mardon et 
al (US 5,023,048), because the prior art teaches using the alloys disclosed therein only 
as a thin outer protective layer, not as the majority component of the cladding tube.
